Under = this heading 
largest agricultural investment 
is the development of additional 
land for settlement. The 
has been allocated $191 million 
—12_times the sum = spent in 
the First Plan—and it expects 
to carry out a yearly programme 
of 12 land settlement schemes, 
each of which would provide 
about 400 families with holdings 
of scven acres of rubber or ail 
palm, three acres of rice, vegct- 
ables, frults and other crops.
